a. Review the amended version of the “Rules and Regulations for 
Emergency Medical Services” being proposed for adoption by the 
Department of Health. (This agenda item was moved back to the 



committee by the Ambulanee Service Advisory Board at their 9/12/2018 
meeting. 

i. A motion was made by Raymond Medeiros, seeonded by Carolina 
Roberts-Santana to add the following language to the proposed 
Rules and Regulations under Seetion 2.7 B. 4. To read; 

“Emergeney Medieal Serviees Training Coordinator; the individual 
who ensures that all RIDOH, NREMT, and ambulanee service 
training requirements are met.” 

ACTION - Motion was approved unanimously by roll- 
call vote. [Vote 1] 

ii. A motion was made by John Potvin, seeonded by John Pliakas to 
amend the language to the proposed Rules and Regulations under 
2.7 B. 4. (d) to read; 

“Emergeney Medieal Serviees Coordinator; the individual who 
direets and eoordinates all EMS aetivities within an ambulanee 
serviee. The Emergeney Medieal Serviees Coordinator shall be 
licensed in Rhode Island at a level equal to or higher than the 
Serviee Level of the ambulance serviee. ” 

ACTION - Motion was approved unanimously by roll- 
call vote, [Vote 2] 

iii. A motion was made by John Pliakas, seeonded by Joseph 
DeAngelis to add the following language to the proposed Rules 
and Regulations under Seetion 2.7 B. 4. To read; 

“Emergeney Medieal Serviee Physieian Medieal Direetor; a 
physieian board-eertified or board-eligible in emergency medicine 
and/or EMS by the Ameriean Board of Emergeney Medicine or the 
Ameriean Osteopathie Board of Emergeney Medieine and lieensed 
to praetiee medieine in Rhode Island, who provides guidanee, 
leadership, oversite and continuous quality improvement for an 
ambulanee serviee and its EMS praetitioners. The roles of the 
Physieian Medieal Direetor, working in eonjunetion with the 
Emergeney Medieal Serviees Chief of Serviee inelude; 

(1) Conducting and overseeing quality assurance and performanee 
improvement. 

(2) Approving serviee sponsored or required eontinuing edueation. 



(3) Participating in the selection and approval of medical 
equipment. 


(4) Providing input on operations, ineluding deployment strategies 
and budget issues that affect patient eare. 

(5) Providing online/onsite medieal eonsultation and eontrol and 
field supervision, if required. 

(6) Making recommendations to the Emergeney Medical Services 
Chief of Serviee regarding granting, suspending or revoking an 
EMS praetitioner’s privilege to praetiee within the ambulanee 
service, subjeet to all due proeess. 

(7) Serving as the medieal liaison with eommunity, state, and 
national organizations. 

ACTION - Motion was approved 7-4 by roll-call vote, 
[Vote 3], (Votes in the affirmative: Cardarelli, 
DeAngelis, Partington, Pliakas, Rhodes, Roberts- 
Santana, Umbenhauer. Votes in the negative: Casey, 
Medeiros, Potvin, Richard) 

iv. A motion was made by Jason Rhodes, seeonded by Carolina 
Roberts-Santana, to move and present the approved aetions from 
this committee to the full Ambulanee Serviee Advisory Board for 
further approval and eonsideration for formal amendment to the 
“Rules and Regulations for Emergeney Medieal Serviees” as 
proposed or adoption.
